Mr. Julian VV. Robbins, a member 
of our Board of Directors, died on 
Saturday, May 12th, after an illness 
of several months. In his passing 
the School loses a great friend who was 
keenly interested in its progress and 
well-being. Mr. Robbins was a gra- 
duate of Harvard University and in 
business was long associated with a 
prominent banking house of the city. 

He became a member of the School 
in 1902 and was elected a Director, 
and for thirty-two years evinced an 
unfailing interest in its affairs. I It- 
was on the Committee of Instruction, 
and then served as Treasurer from 
1904 to 1907. Prom 1929 to 1933 
he was Chairman of the Committee of 
Instruction, and the Chairman of the 
Library Committee, 1933 to 1934. 
While serving on these committees, he 
also a member of the Executive 
Committee from 1904 to 1931. His 
committee duties necessitated frequent 

visits to the classrooms and his kindly 
countenance became well-known to the 
teat tiers and pupils. 

The funeral services were held on 
Monday morning at St. George's 
Church; Stuyvesant Square.
